Mr. Smith carried the freshly signed 
treaty to the white house, where the 
letter of transmittal was signed by the 
president, so that Ihe treaty could be 
dispatched at once to the United States 
senate for ratification. 
The letter of 1 
transmittal was purely formal, simply 
commending the treaty of the {senate 
without entering upon any argument 
to demonstrate its great value.

Prof. Clinton D. Smith Speaks of 
Their Tests 


Bay City Factories Secure Enough 
$4; Beets for This Year. 


A gricultural CoUeg’e,Mich., Feb. 6.— 
Prof. Clinton D. Smith, director of th e 
Michip^an experim ent station, is out 
w ith a statem ent th a t is of much in ­ 
te re st to the thousands of sugar beet 
-ifrowers of M ichigan, his desire being 
to correct a m isapprehension existing 
in th e minds of a g re a t many farm ers 
who reside in the vicinity of beet sugar 
factories. 


Mr. Smith calls attention to the fact 
th a t th e experim ent station has under­ 
taken a g reat many experim ents in th e 
grow ing of sugar beets. 
D uring th e 
past 10 years it has scattered beet seed 
over the state, and to ascertain th e 
quality of th e beets produced it has 
tested the beets sent in by th e growers. 
T hese results w arrant the statem ent 
th a t good beets can be grown in most 
parts of the state. 


In many instances the growers have 
become dissatisfied with th e test re ­ 
sults given them by the factories, and 
have sent th e ir beets to th e college. 
T h e results of the college analyses have 
been used as a basis for an attack on 
the good faith of the factory, the grow ­ 
er evidently forffetting thai» the beets 
?»ent to the college are invariably se­ 
lected, and do not come anyw here near 
rep resen tin g the crop as it runs: and 
ttlso losing sight of the fact that the 
beets sent to the college are almost in­ 
variably dried out and somewhat with- 


ered, and th a^ therefore, the state­ 
m ent of th e chem ist regarding them, 
while absolutely true, is grossly mis­ 
leading to the* person wno does not 
tak e these facts into consioeratiou. 


As a result of this c.)ndition of af­ 
fairs, the station authorities have tin- 
ally decided not to analyze hereafter 
any beets except those grown in con­ 
nection with its own experim ents, or 
in cases w here the samples are selected 
by station officials, or when some con­ 
dition arises which makes the analysis 
advantageous to th e state a t large. 


Bay City, Feb. (j.—T h e Michigan 
B eet G row ers’ association m et here 
Saturday. 
T he re p o rt of the confer­ 
ence committee referrin g to the v^y* 
m ent of $4.75 a ton for 12 per cent 
beets, providing th e factories g et the 
state bounty, was rejected, and a reso­ 
lution adopted dem anding $5 a ton for 
$12 per cent beets. 
T h ere was a wide 
ditTerence of opinion 
reg ard in g the 
m atter and a lengthy and spirited dis­ 
cussion ensued. 


It was shown th a t the M ichigan fac­ 
tory had already contracted for an 
acreage almost surticient to keep it sup­ 
plied with beets th e comincr season at 
the old rate of $4 per ton, and this led 
to a reconsideration of th e $5 resolu­ 
tion and the adoption of one demanding 
$4 50 a ton, the same as it is claimed 
the Kalamazoo factory is olTering the 
farmers.
